This was the'predic- 
tion of one of the Stephenson'leaders 
last night after sizing up.the losses dur- 
ing the .past week and taking into con- 
sideration the reasons why some of the 
members, who at-first supported.him, re- 
filse to-longer. A joint ballot-will -be 
taken Tuesday noon, but it is ^believed 
that'aftcrkhat,' a proxy agreement will 
he entered into until the'investigation is 
over. ;Thc inquiry will be the determin- 
ing factor. •

The.proxy idea, which is-boing-talked, 


provides -for-a joint-resolution-instruct- 
ing -the clerk of the joint convention,to 
east one ballot for each of the men who 
have been voted upon for United States 
senator, until such time as both houses 
shall agree that the regular voting shall 
proceed 'in joint convention. While the 
constitution provides that not more than 
three days can elapse.- while the legitda 
turc is voting to elect a man lor Unitei 
States senator, lawyer* of both senate 
»—I assembly claim that the proxy idea 
of'voting has been sustained as valid 
many -times by the committee on elec 
tions of the United States senate. 


Block in the Way. 


One of the first things to be considered 


on the desks of the clerks of each house 
Tuesday morning at the 10 o'clock ses- 
ji^n is the resolution agreed upon by 
the conference committee. The difficulty 
of agreement in the committee mirrors 
the sentiment that pervades both houses 
0:1 the -investigation problem. Kven if

MADISON, Wis., Feb. 5'.— (Special.) — 


Assemblyman V. H. Cady, the Democrat 
from Sauk county, has 
proposed 
an. 


amendment to the primary election law,; 
and a plan to elect United States sen- 
ators by a direct vote of the people at 
the time of holding the general election 
n November. The bill .further proposes 
to place the names of all party candi- 
dates in party columns upon a blanket 
ballot, sim'ilar to the general election 
ballot, and thus permit the voter to take 
his' choice of -any candidate for any one 
office from the candidates of any politi- 
cal party he may choose. 


H also provides 'that candidates, who 


do not receive a .majority of all votes 
cast at the primary for any given office 
do not receive the nomination for such 
office, unless they are nominated by the 
party convention called one week after 
the primary by ft majority vote of the 
delegates present and voting. This does 
away with plurality nominations. 


The delegates are chosen at the pri- 


mary by the electors and besides mak- 
ing 'nominations for offices where the 
primary fails to nominate by majority 
vote, the delegates in a convention as- 
sembled, formulate the party platform 
und nominate a United States senator, 
where one is to be chosen to be voted 
for by the people at the general election 
in November. Jn view of the constitu- 
tional requirement that United States 
senators must lie elected by the legis- 
lature the action is merely advisory. . 


-The delegate convention to my mind 


would he far preferable to the so-called 
Mar,v Ann method proposed by others 
anil "result in candidates being chosen by 
:i majority vote instead of by plurality 
vote,1' said Mr. Cady. ."The convention 
of delegates representing the sentiment 
of the people ought to make the party 
platform rather than the candidates run- 
ning on the platform. Candidates are 
apt to be selfish and bind their parties 
to declarations that a majority of the 
voters of the party do not approve of," 
declared 'Mr. Cady in conclusion. 


Mr. Cady further declared that he be- 


lieved all voters ought to be permitted 
to vote their individual choice of candi- 
dates running for any office no mat- 
ter what party the voter may belong 
to, and adds that ''my method 1 am sat- 
isfied would, if given a trial, result in 
a survival of the fittest and would al- 
low all voters to exercise their 
free 


choice and not be hampered by party 
ballots at the primary."

CONTROL ALL PROJECTS. 


MADISON, Feb. 5—Special—If the bill j 


of Assemblyman Johnson .passes, 
the 


methods of draining lands in Wisconsin 
will be more thorough and systematic. 
He introduced n measure today provid- 
ing for a drainage commission consisting 
of the governor, attorney general, nnd 
the head of the. soils department of the 
college of agriculture. This commission 
can order the. drainage of any land that 
for reason of their present condition arc 
inimical to public health. It ftUo pro- 
vides that the commission co-operate 
With tho counties in the laying out of 
the drainage districts. 


The drainage commission shall appoint 


a, chief engineer to make official exam- 
ination of streams and swamps and 
marshes to be drained. 


The law is modeled very closely after 


tho one in Minnesota which has resulted 
in the drainage of nitllions of .acreo of 
lands and the reclamation of them for 
tillable purposes. In reality the cost of 
the drainage falls upon tha lands bene- 
fited by the improvement, 


The members of the commission shall 


receive 
their necessary traveling 
ex-

viewing or inspecting the work or pro- 
posed work on the way. The secretary 
of the commission shall keep a complete 
record of all surveys and all work of 
construction under this act.

When Secretary Garfield first reported

WARM WEATHER CUTS PRICES 


Pork Returning to Normal Cost and Eggs 


Are Almost Within Reach of Average 


Pocketbook. 


With the temporary release from the 


cold weather which almost completely 
stopped shipments of hogs to the Chi- 
cago markets, it is expected that pork 
prices which were sent soaring by the 
non-shipments, will come back to their 
normal range. 


Loins were only procurable at 12Vie 


per pound and choice tenderloins brought 
as high as 23 and 24 cents in this city. 
This is the highest point reached since 
lust October, and there is not a suffi- 
cient supply of meat on the market to 
go around. 


While the shortage of pork hus been 


felt, nothing of the kind is true of the 
beef market. Excessive supplies of cat- 
tle have caused a slight decline in the 
prices. The lowering of prices did not 
amount to a great deal, merely from % 
to one cent. 


The cold days of the end of lust week 


put a rise into the egg market. 
But 


with the refusal of buyers to tnkc hold 
of the stock, the price went down two 
cents a do/.cnr The present warm weath- 
er forced the price five cents lower than 
at this time last week. 


According to the dealers the prices of 


fresh fish are high. The small catch is 
responsible for this. 
The quantity' of 


fish on hand is not sufficient to supply 
the demand.

ESTABLISHMENT OF FOUR 


RESERVATIONS. . 


ALSO WANTS DEVIL'S LAKE 


Declares Wisconsin is Blessed With Un- 


usual Number of Natural Recreation 
Spots and Urges Acquisition and' Pro- 


tection of Public Vacation Grounds for 


Commonwealth—Will Be Adopted. 


MADISON, Wis., Feb. 3.—(Special.)—• 


The state park board, composed of T. 
E. Brittingham, Madison; Senator E.^ E. 
Browne, Waupaca, and W. H. McFet- 
ridgc, Baraboo, submitted its first an- 
nual report to the legislature, recom- 
mending the establishment of four parks 
but taking, cognizance of a number of 
other desirable locations which should 
be purchased some time in the future. 


The recommendations are: 
First, to 


authorize the state park board to secure 
as soon as may be, the refusal of such 
property as' would constitute the moat 
attractive reservation in connection with 
(Hie Dells of the Wisconsin, and to do 
(ill that is possible to check any further 
action that would impair the beauty of 
the dells for park purposes. 


Second, to empower the slate park 


board to make an official investigation of 
the Devil's Lake region, with authority 
to acquire all the wild land up to, say, 
5,000 acres, at a rate not to -exccel an 
average of $23 an acre, and as much of 
the level land arouud the lake as pos- 
sible at a rate not to exceed $100 an 
acre. 


Third, to authorize the 
state 
park 


board to acquire the-lands in Door coim- 
,ty ncaj- Fish Creek, approximately. 3,800 
acres, for a sum not exceeding 875,000. 


Fourth, to authorize the board to ac- 


quire the lands in Grant county near 
Wyalubing, lit the juuction of the Wis- 
consin and Mississippi rivers,

"Other sites,- such as Thunder Moun- 


tain, Blue Mounds, and Platte Mounds 
are all worthy of future

Ashy hall at the village of Union

weeks this wrangle has been before the 
public eye and there is no denying that 
the people of the Grove are, divided and 
that bitter feelings exist. Mr. Welch 
was arrested and paid a. fine of $25 in 
Justice Kren/,ke's court. Rev. Mr. Per- 
ry and others filed complaint with the 
village board demanding that Welch be 
summoned to show cauw '-hy bis license 
should not be revoked. Seve. al attempts 
were made 
to hold * meeting of the 


board, but without success. 


Proceedings were commenced in the 


circuit court to coiupel the board to 
summon 
Welch. In 
order 
to 
allow 


amendments to certain paper's or answer, 
to be made, the case went over to Feb- 
ruary S. In the meantime the board 
summoned Welch to appear yesterday 
afternoon. 


Complaint was Faulty. 


Mr. Welch was there with his attor- 


ney. W. W. Storms; the village was 
represented by Attorney John Gittings, 
aim complainants by Attorney Hill as- 
sisted by C. C. (Sittings. No ease in 
Union Grove ever attracted mors inter- 
est and everybody who wus able to g?t 
in the hall was there. When it came to 
the charge of selling to minors, a hot 
urgumonl ensueci. The revised statutes 
provide that to prove the sale of liquor 
to a minor, it must be shown thnt the 
minor got it without a permit. In the 
complaint it was not alleged that Welch 
sold to a minor without a permit. The 
complainants' ctoraey asked leave 
to 


amend the complaint and then proceeded 
to the taking of testimony. On 'this 
point the attorneys argued most of the 
iifternoon, but the imijority of the mem- 
bers of the board, against the advice of 
attorney, agreed that the complaint was 
no good, refusi'd the amendment nnd the 
taking of testimony. 


The Gambling Charge. 


Then the charge of gambling was tak- 


en 
up. Witnesses testified 
that they 


shook dice in the place, five or si\ games, 
and two of them testified that they iliid 
25 cents n round. Some of the other wit- 
nesses also testified to shaking dice and 
paying for it. 
.Mr. Welch testified that 


thf crowd commenced to shake dice: that 
he ordered them to stop, nnd thut be- 
fore any money wn« puid or passed, t^ie 
light commenced, and that he ordered the 
lighters out of the place. The evidence 
on the part of the complainants was to 
show that gambling did take place and 
on the part of dorVndmits that there was 
no actual gambling. It was 7:TOo'clock 
when the case so far as evidence was 
ciiiK'prncd, cnme to an end and tin. jut of 
town attorneys m«dr for their trains. 


It Was Not Proven. 


Tho majority of the board members 


afterward decided that .the charges of 
gambling were untrue and unproven, but 
did not touch upon the sale of liquor to 
a minor and that is where the matter 
stands. 


It is now understood that Kev, Perry 


and others will swear out another com- 
plaint, charging the h«!c of liquor to a 
minor. Jn the meantime the Welch sa- 
loon is in operation.

$40 from the contractor's bill, because 
the' style of boiler was changed and then 
accepted the job.

During lice afternoon session, Super- 


intendent Lewis of the Racine County 
Insane Asylum appeared before the board 
and addressed them in regard to the 
cattle at the asylum. Mr. Lewis did 
not state that the cattle were affected 
with tuberculosis, as was erroneously 
reported, but told that owing to certain 
conditions they were not good milkers. 
All were in good condition and he recom- 
mended that they be slaughtered for beef 
and a new herd bought as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Mr. Lewis did not believe the tests 


made for tuberculosis were any good &nd 
believed that when cattle were bought 
that no tests should be made. The forty 
head of cattle at the Insane Asylum 
were bought before Mr. Lewis became 
the superintendent, a committee named 
by the county board having visited va- 
rious cities of the state and paid about 
$2,100 for them and all were tested be- 
fore purchased. In regard to two head 
of cattle having been killed at the farm 
and tbc meat buried because-it was no 
good, Mr. Lewis knew nothing a^out, 
for he was not there. 


About- the Funds. 


County -Treasurer William Hay came 


before the board and said.that the first 
bonds on the asylum. $0.500 became due 
on the first of February, and he wanted 
to know what fund he should charge 
them to, the asylum fund or the general 
fund. 
He further said that there wa» 


$1.000 interest to be paid', and wanted 
to know what fund to charge this to. 
. 


Suervisor Fred Nelson believed that 


both bonds and interest ought to 
be 


charged to the general fund as the asy- 
lum fund would not stand for it. 


Supervisor Yance said that it should 


be charged to the asylum fund and Su- 
pervisor Tucker was of the same opinioB 
as Mr. Yance. 


Supervisor MeCumber moved that the 


interest be charged tj> the asylum fund, 


Arguments followed to show that aa 


provision had been made for ths interest 
of the matured bonds, so far as the aay« 
lum fund is concerned but it WW3 be- 
lieved that if there was not sufficient 
funds, money could be borrowed from 
the general fund. 


Two Different Funds.

According to the provisions of the bill

MADISON, Wis., Fob. 3.—(Special.) — 


A bill introduced in the assembly by 
Wallace Ingalls of Racine today propos- 
es that cities'of the second and third 
classes shall hereafter grow and develop 
in this state, according to definitely es- 
tablished 
comprehensive plans. 
The 


idea is in vogue in many European cit- 
ies in the east and involves such things 
as early establishment-of public parks, 
play grounds, drives, locations for pub- 
lic builidngs, such as city halls, librar- 
ies and schools, and also includes such 
things as plans of buildings with respect 
to nearness of approach to the street 
and having in mind the goncral growth 
of the city with uniformBj1 End to pre- 
sumably beautiful end. 


Provides-for ConvJiisiion. 


Assemblyman Ingalls' bill is not dras- 


tic, being merely an act to authorize and 
provide the machinery by which the "city 
plan commission" can be established in 
any city if the common council so deter- 
mine. Such commission shall consist of 
the mayor, city engineer, city attorney, 
one member of the common council and 
three citizens, one of whom shall be the 
president of the park board, if the city 
have a park board. The election of the 
concil representative is to be held an- 
nually in April, by two-thirds vote of 
the' council. The citizen members arc 
appointed by the mayor and hold office 
each for three years, one member's term 
expiring each year. Membership on the 
board is prohibited to any real estate 
dealer or person pecuniarly interested in 
such a plan. 
The commission rr.ust be 


consulted as to the location of any pub- 
lic building or other city ornamenta- 
tion or parking, also with respect to any 
new plats. 


Make Map of City. 


The commission shall make a map of 


the city 
showing memorial grounds, 


parks, play grounds and other features 
proposed to be so worked out in the fu- 
ture and the commission is authorized 
to acquire for the city by gift, purchase 
or condemnation any properties deemed 
necessary to the carrying out of the per- 
manent plan. 


Mr. Ingalls also introduced bills re- 


quiring the placing of all telephone and 
other electric wires under ground prior 
to the paving of a city street. Still an- 
other bill by Mr. Ingalls would author- 
ize tonsorial operations to be accom- 
plished by declaring hair cutting, shav- 
ing, shoe shining and bathing, works of 
mercy and neceBxity. 
The latter two 


bills were by rfequest.

Wallace Ingalls today made the feature 
speech of the assembly, occupying nearly 
half an hour in an eloquent address, ia 
which he declared Stephenson was elect- 
ed one week ago Tuesday, when he re- 
ceived twelve votes in the senate and 
sixty in the assembly. .

Conditions 
During January 


Showed Raage of 72 Degrees in Tem- 


perature—Thunder Storms Were Noted 


The official weather report of tlie U. 


S. Department of agriculture, from the 
Racine station, shows that January was 
a, remarkable month for this vicinity. 
A large amount of precipitation, plenty 
of snow, and no small amount' of zero 
weather, is the summing up of the cli- 
matic conditions for the month. 


The minimum temperature 
for 
the 


month, was 15 degrees below, which oc- 
curred on the 6th. On the 7th, the llth 
and the 12th, zero weather was encoun- 
tered. But on these four days only, did 
the thermometer go below the cipher. 
From the 20th to the 28th, comparative- 
ly warm weather prevailed. The max- 
imum, 57 degrees, was reached on the 
'24th. 


The mean maximum was 33.3, and the 


jnean minimum wns 17.8 degrees. 
These 


make a mean temperature for the month 
of 23.5 degrees. 


The precipitation was slightly heavier 


than the average. Two nnd 
one-half 


inches of rain fell during the month. On 
the 23d .75 pf this fell, the greatest in 
24 hours. 


Kight inches of snow fell during the 


month. 


During the month, there were acycn 


'days with ,01 inch or more of precipita- 
tion. Twelve days were clear, four part- 
ly cloudy and fifteen cloudy. 


Thunder storms occurred on the 22d 


and the 23d of the month.

daily at 4:30 p. m.
